Mr* Garrison revealed less than a week ago he had be 
I investigating the conspiracy for three months. He promised arrests, 
I charges and convictions. 

I Two days ago. David W. Ferric — a man Mr. Garrison said 
| was deeply involved in the conspiracy — was found dead in his 

p apartment. Mr. Garrison said Mr* Ferrie killed himself and 

| repeated his belief today* 

I However, Orleans Parish (county) Coroner Nicholas Chetta said 
p less than an hour earlier it appeared Mr. Ferrie died a natural 

| death. He ruled out violent murder and said there was no evidence 

| of death-dealing chemicals or poisons in Feme's body.
